ing one, necessitating a difference in angle between 
the adjacent sides of the pyramidal member near 
the top. The transition from this form to the circu- 


lar members at the extreme top was a problem that 
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almost defied solution in the common forms of repre- 
sentation, such as direct elevations and perspectives. A 
scale model, however, brought about the proper solu- 
tion without difficulty. 

Every architect, of course, has schooled himself to 
think in all three dimensions while he is drawing in but 
two—to that end descriptive geometry has been held to 
be an absolutely essential part of the curriculum in all of 
the architectural schools. The man who cannot readily 
visualize in three dimensions the masses that he ex- 
presses in flat elevation—their relative positions in 
space, the contour of their intersecting planes, the ap- 
proximate appearance of the ensemble from any point 
of view—will never be a great architect. Granting this, 
it may be asked, “Why, then, has an architect any need 
of the model ?” 

The answer is that the model is an invaluable check 
upon the results obtained in flat drawing. An engi- 
neering firm would never think of allowing to go out 
a set of drawings representing the deductions of even 
the head engineer as to how the stresses and strains 
should be met. The sizes of angles and plates, the lo- 
cation of rivets, the thickness of web plates, must be 
checked over, again and again. In the same way the 
results of all design in the flat need checking up. No 
matter how clearly a designer can picture to himself the 
cepth of his reveals, or the appearance of a pier when 
viewed from the corner, a model will show it all to far 
better advantage and will permit of far greater refine- 
ments in proportion. 

For the Frenchman the elevation and the plan stand 
supreme. In them he stakes all. His work succeeds or 
falls short just in so far as he has been able to supply in 
his mental picture that missing third dimension. His 
use of the model as an aid in design is almost negligible. 


Nor does the Englishman employ the model to any 


appreciable extent. In his case, however, elevations and 
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plans do not suffice; he must make his studies in per- 
spective as well. And doubtless to his facility in per- 
spective drawing is due much of that charming feeling 
for proportion that distinguishes the English domestic 
work. One almost never sees a hard, angular country 
house in England; there is always the soft roundness 
of mass, the flowing quality in roof lines, the “growing 
out-of-the-ground” feeling, that could never result from 
study merely in elevation and plan. 

To the American architect there seems to come no 
such inherited skill in perspective drawing. By him 
a perspective is too often regarded merely as a necessary 
evil—something that has to be gotten out to show the 
client what he is getting in the way of a building. As 
a means of studying mass and proportion the perspective 
has not had the consideration it deserves. The growing 
popularity of the plaster model may foreshadow the 
perspective’s further decline. It is such an easy matter 
to order a model made—provided always that the size 
of the commission warrants the expense. Then, too, 
with a model we need not be content with the per- 
spective’s single point of view—there is an infinite num- 
ber of views to be had for the walking around. 

One drawback is the expense. The work involved in 
most of the models here illustrated was far more than 
one would expect from a hasty inspection. The model 
of the Public Baths Building, for example, showing both 
the facade and the minute details of running-track, 
shower baths, and locker-rooms in the interior, was 
four months in the making. The model of the Metro- 
politan Building, with all the detail represented in a 
building facing on four streets and with its forty-six- 
story tower, cost in the neighborhood of four thousand 
dollars.

It might be well to suggest at 
this point, however, that a model 
made for the sole purpose of study 
need express very little more than 
the mass itself, like the rough- 
sketch model of the sculptor, leav- 
ing to the drawings the study cf 
the finer detail and ornament, 
where the third dimension is not 
of such paramount importance. 

The matter of full-size models 
is closely related to the one under 
discussion. Sculptural details, of 
course, are nearly always studied 
in this form, and the practice is 
becoming quite general of criticiz- 
ing these details in position on the 
building. 
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There are several instances 
where it has been thought expe- 
dient to carry this practice to the 
extent of erecting a full-size model 
in stucco of a portion of the build 
ing. This was actually done in the 
case of the New York Public 11 
brary, where a *whole bay wa 
modeled in stucco on the spot 

Another instance where it was 
proposed to carry on the study to 
this extent was in Mr. W. S$ 
Eames’ suggestion of some years 
ago in connection with the pro 
posed alteration of the East Front 
of the Capitol. In view of the 
inherent defects of elevation draw- 
ings, perspectives, and even of 
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scale models, where the latter may show too much 
of the work at a glance, and in view also of the im- 
portance of the building and the necessity for doing 
nothing that could possibly mar its beauty, Mr. Eames 
advised the appropriation of one hundred thousand 
dollars to pay for the execution in staff of the ad- 
visory architects’ scheme. 

The present statue of “The Republic,” in the Place de 
la Nation, Paris, as well as Bartlett’s “Lafayette,” were 
for long represented by full-size models. And the 
Dewey Arch in New York was nothing more. Richard- 
son often erected a section of wall at full size for the 
sake of a more certain means of study. 

The model has evidently come to stay. As a con- 
venient means of advanced study in refinements, and as 
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a valuable check upon the drawings, it deserves the 
attention of the whole profession. 

It has been suggested in these columns that there is a 
real need in America, which these scale models might 
well fill. In the event of the necessary demolition of 
historical landmarks having exceptional architectural 
beauty, a record of these in plaster might well be kept 
in a national museum. It would be a collection of never- 
failing interest to both architect and layman, that would 
contain models at a uniform scale of the great buildings 
of this country. The new Council of Fine Arts might 
well be given the control of such a collection, passing 
upon all candidates for admission, and removing in 
time, when it saw fit to do so, those models which had 
lost their value for permanent records. 
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ROPOSED BUILDING FOR COUNTY SAV- 
INGS BANK, CHELSEA, MASS. MR. 
FRANK A. BOURNE, ARCHITECT. 


The main entrance is on the center of the Broadway 
side, opening on the right into the savings bank and on 
the left into a store which may at any time be converted 
into an extension of the bank. In the center is a stair- 
way giving direct access from Broadway to the apart- 
ments or offices on the upper floors. 

The bank is arranged with a public space close to the 
entrance and with accommodation for the treasurer to 
the right and light iron screens for the tellers imme- 
diately beyond. This working space and the vault can 
be clearly seen from the street through the window and 
at the same time the public space is somewhat shut off 
from view. There is a passageway leading through a 
gate to the president’s room on the Hawthorne Street 
side. This room is lighted by a large window, and 
through the open doors and glazed screen is given a 
direct view of the working space and all the banking 
room clear to the Broadway windows. 

From the president’s room there is a door leading 
into a large circular directors’ room which also opens 
into the banking room at two points. This has a small 
ante-room, or consultation room, worked out in the pe- 
culiar angle left in the corner of the lot. 





There is a large fireplace in the directors’ room. 
A private toilet is provided, opening from the presi- 
dent’s room. Private rooms for the clerks and for 
women are provided, which are reached from the pas- 
sageway. There is also a staircase from this passage 
to the basement, which is under control of the bank. 

In the basement, which is lighted by sidewalk lights, 
there is, in addition to the space for the bank, a janitor’s 
room and a storage vault under the vault above. Under 
the store there is a large basement and on the Haw- 
thorne Street side a boiler room with coal space under 
the sidewalk. The toilets for the store and the janitor 
are in the basement. 

On the second floor are three apartments, one over- 
looking Broadway consisting of two rooms, bath and 
small kitchen, a bachelor’s apartment with one room, 
bath and kitchen, and a larger apartment overlooking 
Hawthorne Street consisting of three rooms, bath and 
a small kitchen. 

There are two separate exits from all floors, one to 
Broadway and one to Hawthorne Street. These rooms 
are arranged so as to get satisfactory and symmetrical 
lighting on the interior while giving a picturesque effect 
to the facade. It can be seen at a glance that these 
spaces, with slight alterations, would make very good 
offices for physicians or for other purposes, as they are 
well lighted and ventilated. 
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On the third floor are two studios, the one in Broad- 
way, 22 x 28, having also two bedrooms, a bath and a 
small kitchen, and the one on the Hawthorne Street 
side, 23 x 21, having the same number of small rooms. 
These studios would let to people who would like a 
large and interesting living-room if they did not go to 
photographers, artists or musicians. 

The exterior treatment of cement and tile lends itself 
very economically to a fireproof construction and gives 
an interesting and striking color note that will not be 
easily forgotten by the customers of the bank. 

The alternative sketch is on the conventional classic 
bank lines. The rear elevation on Hawthorne Street 
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will prove simple and inexpensive, but is carefully 
studied to obtain good proportions. 

It was the wish of the directors of this bank to have 
a building quite simple and inexpensive, but striking 
and different in design from the conventional bank 
building. It was therefore suggested to carry out the 
design on German lines using stucco and tile as ma- 
terial of construction; suggesting the high gable front 
of the older German towns, but keeping the front low 
enough to accent the first stery. The upper floors were 
to be used as living floors by officers of the bank. 

It is interesting to compare the effects of the alterna- 
tive elevations for use with the same plan. 
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HE GREAT HALL OF THE COLLEGE OF 
THE CITY OF NEW YORK. MESSRS. 
GEORGE B. POST & SONS, ARCHITECTS 


One of the most striking features of the large 
group forming the City College is the Great Hall. 
When the matter of an appropriation for the build- 
ings was under consideration by the City’s Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, it was suggested by 
Comptroller Grout that the city really needed a large 
hall, of suitable size and appropriate dignity of design 
for public meetings. There was no hall available for 
such purposes larger than the aldermanic chambers. 
Mr. Grout’s suggestion resulted in the architects’ being 
instructed to embody in the City College design a hall 
that would be of such size and scale as to conform to 
this need of the city. The result is the Great Hall, the 
interior of which is illustrated in the accompanying 
photographs. It extends back from the large tower— 
the most prominent feature of the great group of 
buildings, and measures 175 by go feet in plan, with a 
height of 65 feet. The Hall will seat 2,300 people. 

Throughout the room the prevailing color is the warm 
yellowish brown of walls and plastered shafts. Above, 
the dark ceiling of oak boards is laid on the sturdy 
framework of Tudor-arched trusses, purlins and cross 
These trusses, in the spandrels, are picked 
out in gold and subdued color. Between them hang 
the massive lighting fixtures of satin-finished brass, 
the heavy chains supporting groups of electric lamps 
under hoods of opalescent glass.

story wall and the outer wall. The latter, from the 
Gothic style of the exterior of this, as well as of the 
entire group of buildings, consists largely of the 
great mullioned windows. Stained glass is used 
in these most effectively and with a restraint 
that seems in excellent keeping with the char- 
acter of the building. On the lower portions, 
as will be seen from the illustrations, there is 
a band of geometric leading, with color, above 
which appears a series of the seals of the more 
prominent American universities, colleges and 
institutes. In the upper parts the plain dia- 
mond-leaded main portions give way to the 
more elaborate pattern with color, serving to 
make more harmonious the transition to the 
tracery that crowns the mullions. 

At the front of the hall a covered lunette, 
bearing the great mural painting by Mr. Edwin 
H. Blashfield, serves as the focal center of the 
auditorium and incidentally as a reflector of 
sound from the speakers’ rostrum. The paint 
ing is generally recognized as one of the great 
mural works of America. The strength and 
dignity of the composition, dominated by the 
great seated statue of Wisdom, the effective 
lighting directly from the central altar, and the 
strong chiarascuro in the color scheme of grays 
and luminous reddish high lights, all combine to 
give the painting the compelling force that is 
needed in the focal point of such a large room. 


POST Mr. Blashfield’s conception has the great 


merit of being easily understood. There is 
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none of that shadowy vagueness about it, so common 
in the mural work of those who seem afraid of 
real definition and real sunshine. Stretching in a 
semicircle from the central figure of Wisdom are 
the seated personifications of the great centers of 
learning—Leyden, Paris, Cordova, Alexandria, Heidel- 
berg, Oxford, Rome, Bologna, Paris and Athens— 
all intent upon the Alma Mater in front, present- 
ing to the student the torch and the scroll. In front 
of the seated universities and out toward the ends of 
the painting are grouped the immortals in learning, 
ancient and modern. Lavoisier, Democritus, Shake- 
speare, Sir Isaac Newton, Galileo, Beethoven, Michael 
Angelo, Democritus of Abdera, Augustus Cesar, Pe 
trarch and Lord Kelvin, all watching with interest the 
ceremony of graduation. To the right of the center, 
dominating the foreground, stands Discipline, and in the 
darker lower corners of the composition are grouped 
the students, representing all sides of the college life. 

At the rear of the Hall two balconies extend straight 
across the width between the lines of the clerestory 
columns. Their fronts and under surfaces are of plas- 
ter, paneled and painted to simulate wood. It seems 
most unfortunate that the appropriation for the work 
could not have been enlarged sufficiently to enable the 
architect to carry out the design as intended. That 
such a magnificent conception should have to be marred 
by a sham of this sort is to be deplored. Its presence 
in the balconies, where it is near enough at hand to be 
noticeable, leads the observer to suspect also the in- 
tegrity of that fine old oak ceiling and even its trusses. 
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AT THE FRONT END OF THE AISLE. 


A brilliant note of color is introduced in the banners 
hanging at each column. They are not mere applied 
decoration, either, since each bears the arms or seal 
of one of the great centers of learning—a suggestion 
analogous to Mr. Blashfield’s painting, manifesting the 
universal bond of brotherhood in the dissemination of 
knowledge. 

Throughout the whole room all of the details have 
been designed to carry out the Collegiate Gothic at 
mosphere in the fullest way. The treatment of the 
radiators is an instance that is made clear in the pic 
tures—how they are made unobtrusive under the win 
dows. Again, the chairs have been especially designed, 
as in fact was all the furniture throughout the college 
They are of oak, finished in a soft brown that brings 
out the full beauty of the grain. 

An organ—probably one of the largest in the coun 
try—is disposed symmetrically at either side of the 
front. Its pipes are of satin-finish bronze, relieved by 
the dark oak tracery of their setting 


CALIFORNIA’S BUILDING ACTIVITY 

Reports from California show an encouraging amount 
of new building activity. For the month from Jan. 29 
to Feb. 28 permits were issued for the following 
amounts in various cities: San Francisco, $2,296,109; 
Los Angeles, $584,470; Oakland, $373,349; San Diego, 
$220,310; Sacramento, $75,456, and Stockton, $31,225 
The total value of permits since the fire now reaches 


$128,514,575. 
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HAT an era of great business activity is really 
upon us is shown by a summary of reports from 
nearly half a hundred cities of importance throughout 
the country. The reports compare the amounts of 
new business, as shown by the cost of buildings for 
which permits were issued, in the month of February 
last and in the same month a year ago. In but five 
cities only has there been a decrease, while the per- 
centage of gain throughout reaches the gratifying 
amount of 132. The totals for the two months in all 
the cities reach the enormous amounts of $19,715,440 
and $45,834,003 respectively. All previous records are 
exceeded in New York’s showing, the gain being 372 
per cent. It is an easy matter for anyone to prophesy 
an era of good feeling and material prosperity, but it 
remains for actual figures, such as these, to bear out 
such a conclusion and bring conviction in Show-me 
l_and. ; 


HILE the project for the erection of a salon 

for the National Academy of Design in Cen- 

tral Park continues to command the attention of pub- 
lic-spirited citizens of New York and the surrounding 
country, it can hardly be said that any new or particu- 
larly potent arguments have been advanced since the 
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measure was first submitted for consideration by either 
its advocates or cpponents, In fact further study and 
contemplation appears to have generally led to reitera 
tion and emphasis in stating advantages and objections 
that were perfectly obvious at the outset. It is strik- 
ingly noticeable, however, that practically all of the ar- 
guments in favor of the invasion of the park are 
founded upon the assumption that it is a case of Cen- 
tral Park or nothing; and, moreover, they appear to 
disregard or are oblivious to the exceedingly unattrac- 
tive feature of the dual character of the proposed hu'ld- 
ing. Of course the assumption is entirely unwarranted, 
and well calculated to deceive, but the actual condi- 
tions should not be lost sight of or allowed to become 
obscured. It is perfectly feasible and entirely possible 
not only to secure the erection of a building for the 
Academy uses elsewhere in this city but to secure one 
more accessible, one infinitely better suited to the pur- 
pose by reason of its lack of restricting dimensions, 
one in fact truly adequate and fitting, and one not 
marred in both purpose and appearance by the inde- 
scribable characteristics that are inseparable from a 
police station. The requirements of the case would 
seem to demand, first, the defeat of the present un- 
fortunate and ill-advised project ; second, vigorous, con- 
stant and well directed efforts of all parties an1 per- 
sons interested in the future artistic welfare of the 
country, in securing the coGperation of public-spirited 
citizens of means, whose assistance will make possible 
a proper and deserved fulfilment of the hopes and am- 
bitions of the Academy for a fitting future home. 


T is positively appalling to consider the weight of 
responsibility put upon the architect by the public 
in the matter of guessing. A client comes to an archi- 
tect with the request to design for him a house that 
shall contain so many rooms, of such and such sizes, 
and with an equipment and finish that shall be thus 
and so. In the course of time the design reaches its 
preliminary. stage of completion, where all requirements 
have been met, the plan is satisfactory, and the details 
of heating, plumbing, lighting and finish are roughly 
determined. Then comes the demand upon the archi- 
tect’s guessing power; the owner wants to know just 
how much it all will cost. In a case at hand the ar- 
chitect had applied the usual rules of thumb, estimated 
the building’s cubical contents, multiplied it by a cost 
price per cubic foot obtained in previous experience 
with the same kind of work, and registered his “guess” 
as $12,000. The work went ahead; the working draw- 
ings, scale details and specifications were made and 
put out for bids. And here comes the real point: With 
all the data before them, with rigid specifications and 
full details, the eight contractors submitted bids rang- 
ing from about $11,000 to $16,000. There is no moral: 
the point we want to make is that accurate guessing 
is an attribute of the practising architect that is occa- 
sionally overlooked. Among the almost innumerable 
branches of knowledge in which he is called upon to 
be fully equipped, from the theory of acoustics to the 
extermination of red ants, dependable. guesswork occu- 
pies an important place. 
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r HE FORTY-SECOND ANNUAL CONVEN- 
TION, AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHI- 
TECTS. RESUME OF SECOND DAY'S 
PROCEEDINGS. 


The convention was called to order by President Gilbert. 

On motion, duly seconded, the regular order of proceedings 
was suspended to permit the reading of communications from 
artists and foreign societies with reference to the St. Gaudens 
Memorial. Communications were read by the president from 
Sir L. Alma Tadema, the Royal Society of British Architects, 
the Royal Institute of British Architects, the Royal Society of 
Painters in Water Color, Society of British Sculptors, the 
Royal Academy of Arts, the Institute of Japanese Architects, 
Tokio, Japan; the Royal Glasgow Institute of Fine Arts, the 
Glasgow Institute of Architects, the Architectural Association 
of the Royal Architectural Museum, London; Royal Scottish 
Academy, of Edinburgh; Architects Association of the Province 
of Quebec. A letter was read from M. Rodin, Paris, and 
from many architectural and art societies in Europe. These 
communications all expressed in the highest terms appreciation 
of the work of St. Gaudens, and felicitated the American In- 
stitute of Architects on the memorial to St. Gaudens’ memory 
and extended cordial wishes for its success. 

Senator Newlands then addressed the convention as follows: 


SPEECH OF SENATOR NEWLANDS, OF NEVADA. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the American Institute of 
Architects: It was not my intention to make a speech this 
morning. I understood that the question of the organization 
of a Bureau of Fine Arts would be before the American In- 
stitute of Architects this morning, and that there would be a 
discussion regarding it. 

I know little of art, but ever since I have been in public 
life I have realized the importance of art in the practical and 
harmonious development of our country, and I have taken 
some interest in legislation relating to these matters, acting 
under the advice of my artistic friends. And so I came here 
this morning to claim my privilege as an honorary member of 
the American Institute of Architects (applause), and to take 
part with you in the discussion relating to this subject. I am 
told by your president that there will be no discussion this 
morning—that the discussion will take place to-morrow morn- 
ing, so my remarks will, of course, be rather premature and 
I am afraid that I shall make a sad display of my ignorance. * 

I have been struck by the report read by Mr. Trowbridge, 
with which I am in entire sympathy (applause), and par- 
ticularly that part of it in which he urges the importance of 
democratizing art. That is the issue that we are to make 
before the country—the democracy of art. Art to-day is re- 
garded as a kind of aristocracy, and a dude aristocracy at that, 
by a large portion of our country. Born in the South and 
coming from the West, I shall not sectionalize this sentiment, 
(Laughter.) Now the question is, How can we democratize 
art? We can do something through governmental action; and 
one difficulty about governmental action in this country is that 
it takes much longer to accomplish a needed thing here through 
governmental action than in almost any civilized government 
in the world. We call ourselves a democracy, but we really 
have the most conservative government in the world; neces- 
sarily so, because of its dual form. We have the national 
government, sovereign within the powers granted to the nation 
upon every inch of soil of every State in the Union, and upon 
every inch of the territory of the United States. And then 
we have the States, forty-six in number, each sovereign within 
its boundaries; and whenever a new question comes up, the 
objection arises that it does not belong to the national func- 
tions, but belongs to the State; and as each State acts separately 
it is very difficult, of course, to create a public sentiment that 
will operate upon all at the same time, in the same degree and 
by the same methods. The importance, therefore, of national- 
izing this question is apparent, and you will have to address 
yourselves to that question at the very start—as to the power 
of the nation to enter upon this work. One would think that 
in view of the fact that the nation has entered upon much of 
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educational work, it has entered upon the work of agriculture 
in a very extensive degree—that this question would not be 
raised, but you will find that it will be raised—raised by men 
who are fond of discussing the constitution, who are fond of 
raising difficulties in any great movement; and then will come 
the question of centralization, outside of the mere question 
of national power, the indisposition of some people in the 
various localities to centralize things at Washington, the as- 
sumption being that in some strange way, the preservation of 
our liberties is absolutely dependent upon the localized action of 
every State, and that those liberties are imperiled whenever the 
whole people choose to act. Then you will find the objection 
of the practical man. Who believes in construction? Yes, 
but who does not believe in art; who believes that art will in- 
crease the cost of construction, and who does not realize the 
economic and the commercial value of art. Then you will have 
to determine where you will press the argument. Congress is 
a large body, consisting of about ninety Senators, and four 
hundred Congressmen or Representatives. Their work is 
largely done by committees, and you will have to single out the 
committee in each House, or the committees that have jurisdic- 
tion of this subject, or any part of this subject, and you will 
find in the legislative part of the government, as in the execu- 
tive part of the government, powers largely divided; you will 
find that division of responsibility to which Mr. Trowbridge 
has referred; the division into various bureaus in the executive 
department, and the various bureaus entrusting powers to 
various individuals; and you will find, the same way, in Con- 
gress, that many of the powers that ought to be confined to a 
single committee are divided among many committees. 

Now, we are just entering upon a great era of national 
constructive work. We have been in existence over a hundred 
years, and we yet have really accomplished no great national 
constructive work. We have only recently commenced to enter 
upon the great scheme of reclamation of our arid lands. We 
have been pottering for over a hundred years with the question 
of the development of our waterways and the matter of our 
harbors, and the American people are just beginning to be 
aroused to the importance of this question, concerning which 
they should have reached conviction a century ago. You will 
find that Albert Gavitt, one of the first secretaries of the 
treasury, outlined in an elaborate report to Congress, the 
scheme of waterways which, with some modifications, is being 
urged to-day. 

Now, the manner in which this work has been done, so far 
as legislation is concerned, may furnish some guide to you; 
and I will give you a little of our experience regarding legis- 
lation upon these subjects. First, as to irrigation. We have 
over six hundred million acres of land, outside of Alaska and 
our insular which constitute the great public 
domain, and that domain is almost entirely either arid or semi- 
arid. The humid regions have been settled up under the 
homestead law. For years members from the Western States 
have been urging upon Congress and the nation the importance 
of irrigating arid lands; and yet it has been taken up by the 
Congress of the United States as if it were a new question, and 
as if it were a dangerous question, absolutely oblivious to the 
fact that throughout the ages irrigation has been practiced and 
successful'y practiced. So a few men in Congress had to 
urge a propaganda month aftef month, year after year, obtrud- 
ing themselves upon the attention of Congress whenever this 
question came up, making themselves offensive almost in the 
constant iteration and reiteration of their views; but, finally, as 
a result of their efforts, after ten years of agitation, the senti- 
ment of the country was aroused upon this subject and public 
opinion made its impression upon Congress itself. For, let me 
say here, that Congress rarely leads in public opinion, you may 
say it never leads in public opinion. Public opinion is made 
outside by such organizations as these. Congress simply records 
public opinion in the statutes. So it is necessary that there 
should be a continued agitation upon the outside, and that agi 
tation should take the form of organizations intended to ac- 
complish a great purpose, just as is being done with the irriga- 
tion work. We organized what we called an Irrigation Con- 
gress, and we held a session every year, mainly in the arid 
regions and in various cities there. Finally, we held a session 
in Chicago, and within a year or two after that legislative 
action was taken. As the result of that work, we have to-day a 
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reclamation service composed of three or four hundred of 
the most capable engineers of the country. We were careful 
in framing that act to give the executive large powers. We 
put the entire responsibility of execution upon the Secretary 
of the Interior; and provided a large fund from the sale of 
public lands, and instructed him whenever a project was deemed 
feasible to go ahead and to do the work; and we did not 
hamper him with details and with limitations; and the result 
has been that within a period of five years a very remarkably 
extensive work has been conducted, involving twenty-three 
projects in about sixteen or seventeen States and Territories, 
involving every problem that is now presented to the Panama 
Canal Commission in their work. 

Then, as to the Panama Canal, we agitated that for a great 
many years, and opinion was divided between the Nicaragua 
Canal and the Panama Canal. It was threshed out before the 
people year after year. There was a division of sentiment re- 
garding it, and finally we passed a bill putting the entire matter 
in the hands of the executive, giving him the power to pur- 
chase the Panama Canal; and if that could not be accomplished, 
immediately to go to work to acquire the property necessary 
for the construction of the Nicaragua Canal. We immediately 
in that bill provided for a fund of $150,000,000, and gave the 
President practically the entire a@ministration of the fund. 
We put upon one man the responsibility of that great work, 
feeling that it would be his highest pride to conduct it in a 
worthy manner, creditably to himself and to the nation. 

Now, so far as this work of art is concerned, you will have, 
just as has been done with reference to the Panama Canal, 
and just as was done with reference to the irrigation work, to 
have your local organizations in every State, and to have some 
central organization to which delegates from the local organi- 
zations shall be centered. You will have to have your press 
bureau well organized, with men capable of presenting this 
whole question in a popular and attractive form in the news- 
papers, the papers that reach the average man, so that every 
week every person in the United States, pretty near, will come 
across some item that will aid in this great work. 

You will have to organize your musical societies, your art 
societies, embracing the different branches of art, and you will 
have to instruct them to bring pressure to bear directly upon 
their representatives in Congress, for it is the local pressure 
addressed to a member of Congress which he regards more 
than he does what may be regarded as a general sentiment of 
the entire nation. He is responsible to his constituency; he 
seeks the favor of that constituency; he seeks to put in law 
the public opinion of that constituency, and you must bring, 
therefore, to bear upon the individual member of Congress, 
from every district in the country, the force of a local, public 
sentiment. This you can do by increasing the organization of 
art societies and musical societies, and it is amazing how ap- 
preciative they are of work of this kind, even in our most 
remote localities, particularly anything that relates to the de- 
velopment of music. You will find in almost every hamlet in 
the West now some woman's association, under the name of 
“Twentieth Century Clubs” and “Women’s Clubs,” et cetera, 
that are discussing these questions, and be wise to bring them 
into cooperation with you. 

So much, then, for the general agitation of the subject. You 
should have a press bureau, you should have these local organi- 
zations which will be part of a great central organization that 
will meet every year in some great city of the country and 
educate public sentiment upon this question. 

Now, as to the form that legislation should take: You can 
aim high at the start, or you can rely upon the process of 
evolution. The great Department of Agriculture, which is 
now one of the most important departments of the govern- 
ment, commenced, I believe, as a mere section or bureau in 
the Interior Department. The great Reclamation Service, of 
which I have spoken, commenced in the appointment of Mr. 
Newell, an engineer just graduated from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, as an engineer in the Geological Sur- 
vey, to make an inquiry into the subject of irrigation; and so it 
is with other work. The Department of Commerce and Labor 
was an aggregation of various bureaus that had been engaged 
in work of that kind. 

If you rely upon the procéss of evolution, you have the germ 
of the great governmental organization in the office of the 
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Supervising Architect of the Treasury (applause), and I am 
glad to know that that office has at last been brought i: 

harmony with the great body of architects throughout t! 
country. (Applause.) It has been done by the effort of this 


‘organization, and by the cooperation of the gentleman w! 


holds that office. 

You might press a bill changing the name of that office to tl 
Bureau of Arts, defining the jurisdiction by enlargement 
as to cover not only architecture, but all the allied arts. 
should like to see a bureau of this kind, of not only paintin 
and sculpture and architecture, but to cover music also. I do 
not know whether music has much relation to the Treasur 
Department, in which the office of the supervising architect j 
now located. It may be wise in the bill providing for th 
evolution of the supervising architect’s office in the Bureau of 
Fine Arts, to provide for the transfer of that bureau to th 
Interior Department, in which department these questions 
would more properly come. It might me wiser, however, to 
postpone that to the future—to first thoroughly organize your 
bureau, and then later on transfer it to the proper department, 
and later on I have no doubt it would gradually develop 
into a department of the government, the Ministry of Arts 
( Applause. ) 

Now, this is the evolutionary process. If you wish to adopt 
the radical process you can urge a bill providing now for a 
Department of Arts, the Ministry of Arts—aim high; urge that, 
and as the less is always included in the greater, if you do 
not succeed in that you may at all events succeed in the 
organization of a Bureau of Arts. 

I have addressed you thus far simply upon the practical 
side of this question. I would add one further word, and that 
is that your should address your work to the men in Congress 
who are either powerful in party and legislative action, or who 
have jurisdiction of particular questions that would be included 
in this bureau or department. The effect of your banquets— 
such banquets as you are to have to-night, should be educa- 
tional; and you should, as far as practicable bring that educa- 
tion to bear at such banquets upon public men who are 
likely to have anything to do with this subject. No one could 
measure the educational effect of such addresses as we had 
last night (applause) upon such committees as the Public 
Building Committees of the Senate and the House. I do not 
know whether the members of those committees were invited. 

The President: They were all invited. 

Senator Newlands: I do not think I saw any of them there 
(laughter), and I would suggest that if they are invited | 
think there is no danger of their not coming, if you have 
special committees appointed to see to it that they do come. 

The President: Good! 

Senator Newlands: In applying the personal pressure, make 
this action as unobtrusive as possible, conducting it with as 
much good taste as possible. 

Then, in addition to that, you should have your committees 
that will appear before these committees in Congress. You 
should never have a session here without appointing a com- 
mission of men capable of representing the Institute, and as to 
whether a bill shall have consideration, as to whether oppor 
tunity for debate shall be had, and having such a committee 
appear to present the matter to the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. I admit he is rather hard formation (laughter 
and applause), but I would not withhold pressure on that 
account, because he is just as much impressed by public opinion 
as anybody else. (Laughter and applause.) The hammering 
he has had during the last campaign wi'l, I think, do him good. 
(Laughter and applause.) And then, such a committee should 
appear before the Vice-President. It should get into con- 
ference with the five men constituting the Committee of Rules 
of the House, Mr. Payne, Mr. Dalzell, Mr. Tawney, I believe, 
Mr. Williams and Mr. Champ Clark, for these men, particularly 
the three belonging to the majority party, have a large in- 
fluence in the direction of legislation in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in the determination as to whether a bill shall have 
consideration, as to whether opportunity for debate shall be 
secured. Then you should have such a committee appear before 
the Building Committee of the House and the Building Com- 
mittee of the Senate, or the Committee of Public Buildings, | 
believe it is termed. Then also béfore the Library Committees 
of both the House and the Senate, for by some chance artistic 
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iatters seem to have drifted into the hands of the Committee 
n Library in both houses; and you will require the co- 
eration, perhaps, of the Committee on Public Buildings and 
\e Library Committee to secure the thorough consideration by 
ymmittees having jurisdiction of these subjects in which you 
re interested; and you should have at each one of these 
onferences some capable man to report in an interesting and 
ngaging way the discussion that takes place, and to give it to 
the press of the country. 

Public opinion will drive your bill through and public opinion 
alone; and the reason why you should present yourself upon 
every possible occasion before these committees is the im- 
portance of always bringing them face to face with public 
opinion. And if you will supplement this by an organization 
that will keep track of the pressure upon each individual mem- 
ber of Congress—keep a book account; do this thing in a 
businesslike way; have your secretary correspond with the 
art societies and the musical societies in the district of a Con- 
gressman who is particularly obtuse (laughter), and let them 
write him letters. Let them meet him with de!egations when he 
returns to his constituency; and in every way possible impress 
him with the importance of this particular work. 

Of course, this looks like a big work; as I outlined it, it 
looks as if it might take years to accomplish it. It is a big 
work, but if you prosecute it with energy, you will be amazed 
to find how quickly action will come. Just at the most hopeless 
hour, you will find that the psychological moment will arrive 
for action by Congress, and the probability is that such action 
will be taken, when public sentiment has crystalized almost 
without debate. 


We are organizing to-day the great inland waterway move- 
ment. The President recently appointed an Inland Waterway 
Commission. He did me the honor to appoint me upon that 
commission, with which I have been visiting the various parts 
of the country. That commission has done great work, not 
through the individual efforts of its members, but simply be 
cause its presence in every section of the country aroused dis- 
cussion. The hearings they had were published in the news- 
papers, and the result of that and other agitation upon the 
subject is that public sentiment became crystalized this year. 
soth of the national parties declared for the development of 
the waterways. A recent convention of three thousand mem- 
bers met here, called the Rivers and Harbors Congress, which 
is likely to be as powerful upon this matter as Congress itself. 

The Conservation Commission, appointed by the President, 
has also been in session. It has made its report to the Presi- 
dent; its committees have interviewed Congress, and I may 
say here in passing that it would be a wise thing to make your 
movement a part of this great conservation movement. (Great 
applause. ) 

We have been , having a session recently in Washington of 
seven days’ duration. This commission, appointed by the 
President, consists of sections—one on lands, one on waters, 
one on minerals, and the other on forests. Why should there 
not be a section of the arts? Why should you not apply to the 
President to add to that commission, which is a commission 
without the authority of the statute, but which has been ap- 
pointed by him under his constitutional power to make recom- 
mendations to Congress, with a view of ascertaining the facts 
upon these great questions, and with a view to securing a vote 
from them, which he, in turn, can, if he approves, submit to 
Congress for action in the shape of legislation. Why should 
there not be a section of the arts in that great commission, 
which is likely to go down to history as one of the most useful 
commissions? And thus you can utilize all the agencies of 
that commission. In every State in the Union conservation 
commissions are being organized. As a result of the Con- 
ference of the Governors a year ago, we found in conference 
with us the other day twenty-two conservation commissions 
which have been appointed by the governors of the various 
States, and we found that some of them had prepared elaborate 
reports. I have in view particularly the State of Oregon, whose 
commission presented a report of nearly a hundred pages re- 
garding the conservation of the resources of that State 

Now, if you will dovetail your work in with the work of this 
great constructive organization, claiming that your organization 
is a constructive organization, a practical organization which 
means much for the economic and the commercial development 
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of the country—if you will insist that in every one of these 
works art shall enter as a compoent part in order to make 
(applause) the useful thing also a beautiful thing, you will 
accomplish much. (Great applause. ) 

At the conclusion of Senator Newland’s speech every dele- 
gate rose to his feet and showed his appreciation by continued 
applause. 

Mr. Edwin H. Blashfield, artist, then addressed the conven- 
tion. 

By motion, duly seconded, the thanks of the convention were 
extended to Senator Newland and Mr. Blashfield. 

Report of Committee on President’s Address was then read 
and adopted. 

Mr. George B. Post then addressed the convention as follows: 

“I wish to offer a resolution, sir, that the Board of Directors 
be directed to consider, without delay, the matter of establish- 
ing an endowment fund for the Institute of Architects. This 
is a subject which I brought to the attention of the Board of 
Directors several times during the last three or four years of 
my membership on the board, and I was always requested, and 
I think at the time wisely requested, to withdraw the resolu- 
tions which I offered on the ground that the attempt to secure 
a proper and adequate endowment fund for the institute would 
interfere with the efforts of Mr. McKim to secure a proper 
endowment fund for the school at Rome. It seems to me that 
the emergency is so great that the need of funds for the insti- 
tute to prosecute the great works which lie at hand for it to 
perform—the needs are such that all other objects ought to be 
subordinated to securing those funds so that the purposes for 
which the organization is instituted may not be hampered, and 
that the delay of a year in waiting for the report of a com- 
mittee as to what can be done is a most serious matter. The 
members of this institute embrace in their clientéle all, or almost 
all, of the great financial institutions and of the great plutocrats 
of the country. If the members of the institute will earnestly 
go to their clients and ask for proper subscriptions to an en- 
dowment fund to enable this institute to carry on the great 
works for which it is organized, I am sure that the response 
would be one which would astonish its members, and furnish 
its organization. At the same time, the board should be au- 
thorized with power to take into serious consideration the 
question as to whether the great societies which are organized 
for many purposes connected with building operations might 
not properly be allowed the privilege, to a certain extent, of 
bearing their part of the burden of furnishing funds to carry 
out the schemes in which they are also thoroughly interested. 
( Applause. ) 

I offer a resolution, sir, that the board be instructed to take 
this mater into serious consideration and be empowered to act 
as they see fit. 

Mr. TrowsrinceE: I second the motion. 

THE PresipeNnt: The motion is made by Mr. Post, and sec- 
onded by Mr. Trowbridge. 

The motion was duly carried. 

Mr. Post: I meant to say in conclusion one thing which I 
did not say, that I have formerly had considerable experience 
in this sort of thing, although my own individual influence in 
raising money is largely hampered from the fact that the great 
part of my individual rich clientéle has passed into the other 
world, but I agree that we would make a great mistake in nam- 
ing any small sum of money. I believe that it would be really 
easier to raise a million dollars than it would be to raise 
$100,000. (Applause and laughter.) 

On motion of Mr. Trowbridge, duly seconded, it was re- 
solved that a committee be appointed to act upon the suggestion 
of Senator Newland and to: wait upon the President of the 
United States to request that, if possible, a section of fine arts 
be added to the Conservation Commission. 

The convention adjourned to meet at 2 o’clock. 

At the afternoon session, preceding the discussion of the 
schedule of charges, the president announced as follows: 

“T will take the opportunity to announce that the committee 
to confer with the President of the United States is appointed 
as follows, and in advance I will say that it is understood that 
it is advisable to have a very small committee, rather than a 
large one in this instance: Mr. Trowbridge, chairman; Mr. 
Lafarge and Mr. Gilbert. I appoint myself because the mem- 
bers of the committee have requested me to serve with them. 
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Gentlemen, the hour has arrived for the consideration of the 
matter of the schedule by vote—the vote of the convention, 
which has become the order of business.” 

Mr. Day: I move that the convention do now sit as a com- 
mittee of the whole. Seconded. 

The convention then went into committee of the whole to 
discuss the schedule of charges, Mr. D. K. Boyd in the chair. 
This discussion consumed the remainder of the session. 

The convention was opened on the morning of December 17. 

The following announcement of officers elected for the ensu- 
ing year was greeted with much applause:

After much debate, during which the subject was pretty tho: 
oughly discussed, the following resolution was adopted: 

“That it is the sense of the convention that the variou: 
chapters should prepare codes of ethics, as these may be de 
termined by local conditions, submitting these codes to th 
Board of Directors of the American Institute of Architects f; 
criticism, and to aid it in preparing a general code.” 

Mr. Morgan’s invitation to hold the next convention i; 
Southern California was discussed at some length. It was th 
sense of the meeting that the matter be referred to the Boar: 
of Directors, and that if the next convention was not held i; 
Washington, it was suggested that it be held in Southern Cali 
fornia. 

The convention then adjourned.

CALIFORNIA 

FRUITVALE.—According to reports in the local press, the 
citizens of Fruitvale school district decided to-day to issue 
bonds to the amount of $100,000 for the building of three 
school houses. 

Haywarp.—Plans for the proposed new fire house to be 
erected by the town for the Hayward Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment, are being discussed by the Board of Town Trustees and 
the Fire Commissioners, it is said. 

Metrost.—A factory for the manufacturing of enamel let- 
ters and enamel paint is to be erected here soon after the 
first of the year, according to reports by A. L. Pattimore, it 
is said. 

OAKLAND.—Extensive enlargement of the manufacturing plant 
of the Leona Chemical Company is provided for, it is said, by 
a bond issue of $1,000,000, which has just been authorized by 
vote by the board of directors of the company.

San Francisco.—A skyscraper hotel south of Market Street 
is to be erected immediately by Richard Garrett, of San José, 
upon his lot at the southeast corner of Fourth and Jessie 
Streets, between Market and Mission Streets. Plans have 
been drawn for this building by the architects, Stone & Smith, 
and after the first of the year contracts will be awarded for 
construction. 

Plans have been definitely approved, it is said, for a four- 
story building for the Davis estate property at the southeast 
corner of Kearny and Sutter Streets, the site of the old Thur- 
low block. Estimated cost, $250,000. Construction will begin 
within sixty days. E. P. Dutton is the architect. 

A handsome six-story building will be erected immediately 
on the north side of Sutter Street, west of Grant Avenue, by 
Mrs. Rosenstock and Mrs. Nuttall for the C. M. Plum Com- 
pany, which will occupy it next summer as a furniture store. 

A new Lurline bathhouse is to be erected at Larkin and Bush 
Streets, which will cost not less than $100,000. This building 
will be of reinforced concrete. Plans are nearly comp!eted for 
the building and contracts may be let shortly. 


A seven-story brick building is to be erected immediately 
on the west side of Powell Street, 21 feet south of O'Farrell 
Street, by the Haas Realty Company. A hotel covering the 
entire lot, 50x 137% feet, will be built according to the plans 
prepared by Herman Barth, the architect, who is now working 
on the specifications for contractors. 

A Russian church is to be built on Vallejo Street, near Van 
Ness Avenue, on land acquired some time since for the edifice 
of the Russian house of worship in this city. The building 
will cost about $30,000. 

Mrs. P. F. Butler is having plans prepared for a seven-story 
building to be erected upon her lot at the northwest cornet 
of Ellis and Powell Streets, in the same block as the new 
Haas Building. The estimated cost of this structure is between 
$70,000 and $80,000. 

San Jose.—Plans for remodeling the interior of the Unique 
Theatre for use as a store are being prepared by Architects 
Wolfe & McKenzie. The changes will be extensive and will 
cost about $5,000.

STREET TREES AND THEIR CARE 


Many cities and towns throughout the United States 
have learned when too late the value of street trees. 
New York thirty years ago presented in most of its 
streets marked contrast to the same thoroughfares to- 
day. Many cities have had a similar experience, and 
the value of well cared for street trees in suburban 
towns, as a valuable enhancement of real estate values, 
is beginning to be realized. 

In most instances the reason trees have been allowed 
to die, or have been removed as unsightly, is because 
of ignorance as to their care and preservation. This 
lack of knowledge is in a sense inexcusable. The na- 
tional government has issued much valuable literature 
on the care and preservation of trees, but aside from 
areas covered by public parks, the trees in cities have 
each year become fewer, until street trees in our larger 
cities are practically non-existent. 

Bulletin No. 256, issued by the department of Rural 
Art, College of Agriculture of Cornell University, on 
the care and preservation of street trees, is a timely and 
valuable publication, and, as it is issued for free circula- 
tion, it should be studied with care by every official 
having in charge the trees in city streets. 

Every phase of the care of trees is scientifically 
treated in this pamphlet, which is splendidly illustrated 
with half tones showing the various vicissitudes that 
trees in city streets are subject to. 

As this matter is one that should interest architects, 
we believe the pamphlet referred to would afford an 
hour’s most instructive reading. 


Tue INTERIOR DECORATION OF THE CATHEDRAL OF ST. 
JoHN THE DIVINE 


Artists and sculptors throughout the country are 
much interested in the preliminary report on the plans 
for the interior decoration of the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine, just made public. 

All the inscriptions, unless for some special reason, 
are to be in English and will consist principally of quo- 
tations from St. John’s Gospel and the Apocalypse. The 
vaulting is to be decorated in mosaic, with the central 
figure that of Christ. Supporting figures of the Virgin 
Mary and St. John will be represented in attitudes of 
adoration. The whole space of the vaulting about the 
central group will be filled with figures representing 
the host of saints. 

Above each of the great pillars of the apse are to be 
carved large figures of angels with extended wings 
standing as though guarding the sanctuary. Seven of 
the spaces are to contain figures in mosaic of burning 
lamps to symbolize the “Seven Spirits of God.” It is 
recommended that the subject of the central window 
in stained glass be “The Light of the World.” The 
plan of the reredos provides for three large figures, 
one in the center and one on each side, and six half 
the size of these three on each side, and sixteen small 


ones. The central figure will represent apostles and 
prophets. 

Eight square panels, representing scenes from the 
Gospel of St. John, are to decorate the crossing. 
Visions from the Rock of Revelations are to be repre- 
sented in the lunettes and below the dome. The cul- 
minating vision is to be in a fresco above the triumphal 
arch entitled “The Heavenly City,’ with St. John the 
Divine. 

The committee, consisting of the Rev. Dr. William R. 
Huntington, Bishop Kinsman and C. Grant La Farge, 
architect, announces that it submits this tentative 
scheme for the consideration of those interested and 
desires that it be carefully scrutinized—New York 
Herald. 


ART JURIES AND THEIR CRITICS 


We note with some surprise a telegraphic item in 
a recent issue of the New York Herald in which it is 
stated that a picture by Mr. Bertram D. Betts, an art 
student, rejected by the jury of the Chicago Art Insti- 
tute, had been accepted and awarded the Wanamaker 
prize at the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts in a 
competition open to all art students in the United States. 

Accepting the Herald correspondent’s statement as 
accurate the inference might be that the tenets of art 
as recognized in Chicago and Philadelphia are as far 
apart as these cities are geographically, but we believe 
such an assumption entirely unwarranted. The Chicago 
exhibition we are led to believe was that of the work 
of professional artists. Mr. Betts’ picture, however 
good, would not, nor should it be eligible to such an 
exhibition ; but in a competition of art student’s work, 
such as was held under the auspices of the Pennsylvania 
Academy, Mr. Betts’ entry was properly in its right 
class, and it is a pleasure to note that it has received 
the recognition and award to which it was entitled. 

The anarchist, lately arrived in this country, when 
asked his politics, is said to have replied: “If you have 
a government, I’m opposed to it.” This may properly 
sum up the attitude of most laymen and many artists as 
to art juries. . These hard-working bodies have many 
sins of omission and commission to answer for, but they 
should at least be allowed to be heard in their own de- 
fenses, and until we have their account of the rejection 
of Mr. Betts’ painting we believe justice demands that 
the Herald's statement if quoted should be taken as 
liable to correction.

CONCRETE REINFORCEMENT 


The William B. Hough Company, Monadnock Block 
Chicago, have issued a little book describing their rein 
forcing bar for concrete work. Reinforcing steel shoul 
have high elastic limit, great ductility and a mechanical 
bond sufficient to develop the strength of the steel. It 
is claimed by this company that their bar is nearer the 
ideal than any other so far brought out. In the mak- 
ing of this reinforcing, square bars of low carbon steel 
having an elastic limit of approximately 30,000 pounds 
and an ultimate strength of about 55,000 are twisted 
cold. By this process both the elastic limit and ulti- 
mate strength are said to be increased, the elastic 
limit rising to between 55,000 and 65,000 pounds. As 
the steel is low carbon in the first place and conse- 
quently ductile, there is no change in its ductility by the 
twisting. Furthermore, in the process of twisting cold 
any scale that is present will be broken off, helping to 
make a better bond, and any weaknesses in the bar will 
be shown up in uneven twisting. It is stated that the 
bars can be bent cold around their own diameter with- 
out showing signs of crack or break, which is pointed 
out as a good indication of their ductility and ability to 
stand shock.

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CURRENT NEWS 


THE GARDEN OF THE Gops 

One of the scenic wonders of the world, “The Garden 
of the Gods,” has, through the gift by the heirs of the 
late Charles E. Perkins, passed to the possession of 
the people of Colorado. 

The tract donated comprises about 400 acres. The 
heirs, with one exception, live in and around Boston. It 
contains marvellous specimens of rock formations, 
caused by the erosion of wind, water and gravel in ages 
past. Perhaps the most remarkable examples are the 
so-called “Cathedral Spires” and “The Seal and Bear.” 

The former are composed of several sharp, jagged 
crags that rise from an oblong formation, one of which 
towers above all the others, giving the impression of a 
main spire. 

The other group represents a great bear with a paw 
poised to strike down a seal. 

Most of the formations are of red and white sand- 
stone, but the gateway is formed of two huge masses 
of bright red rock, 330 feet high, between which run 
the entering roads. 

The late Charles Perkins bought the tract in 1879 and 
since, by his wish, it has remained ever open to the 
public. 


STREET WEATHER STATIONS 

The first of what is intended to be a series of meteoro- 
logical kiosks has been erected at Washington, D. C. 
This has been erected under the supervision of the 
United States Weather Bureau. Instruments installed 
in this kiosk comprise a thermograph, to automatically 
record the street temperature; thermometers, self-reg- 
istering to record maximum and minimum temperatures ; 
a hygrometer, to measure humidity, and an automatic 
self-registering rain gauge. 

While the public will not be permitted to enter these 
kiosks, they may, through the four windows, read the 
instruments, the weather maps, and the forecast cards, 
all of which will be conveniently displayed. 

It is the intention of the Weather Bureau, should the 
working of this kiosk prove successful, to establish sim- 
ilar booths in the larger cities throughout the country. 


INTERNATIONAL ARCHITECTURAL EXHIBITION, 
St. PETERSBURG 

Anyone visiting this exhibition and expecting to see 
a representative collection of European architecture 
would be disappointed, for the exhibition is interna- 
tional in intent only. France and Germany are repre- 
sented by a few designs for industrial buildings, and 
\merica by one pavilion; that is all. It is a matter of 
deep regret that circumstances should have combined 
to prevent a suitable response to the efforts of the St. 
Petersburg Society of Civil Engineers. The Russian 
pavilions were designed in the style of the period of 
Peter the Great, the best painters and sculptors collabo- 
rating in the work. The Finnish pavilions are notice- 
able for their monumental severity. The educational 


section, which exhibits students’ work from the numer- 
ous schools of decorative art, carpenters’ shops and 
goldsmiths’ workshops, founded in different parts of 
Russia, illustrate the level an.) methods of art educa- 
tion in the country. Among other schools in Kiev, 
Warsaw, and elsewhere, we would mention the School 
of Architecture for Women and the Polytechnic School 
for Women. In the section for agricultural hygiene the 
English system of biological filtration of sewage attracts 
attention. At this moment the septic tank has been in- 
troduced into more than fifty localities in Russia. The 
exhibition is a success in so far as it attracts the public 
who show neither indifference to nor lack of interest in 
architecture, reputed to be the least popular among the 
arts.—The Builder. 
Co-OPERATIVE APARTMENTS 

Co-operative building, by people of similar tastes, 
seems to be at its height in New York City at the 
present time. Among the earliest and most important 
examples of this class of building was the Home Club, 
completed about two years ago, after plans by Messrs. 
Tracy & Swartwout. Since then many apartments, 
modeled after the duplex plan, have been built. Ar- 
lists appear to favor this form of building, and the 66th 
Street studios, the Gainsborough on Central Park South, 
and the large studio apartments adjoining the new Lotus 
Club building in 57th Street are recent examples. 

The “duplex” form of construction appeals to the 
artist, painter or sculptor, as it admits of a studio room 
of good height, extending through two stories. Quaint 
old Gramercy Park is the site chosen for the latest of 
these co-operative dwellings. Here seven incorporators 
of widely different pursuits, but similar tastes, will 
erect a home of unique character in its appointments. 

In buildings of this description the cost is defrayed 
by the incorporators, to whom stock is issued represent- 
ing their equity in the venture. Each stockholder thus 
becomes virtually an owner for life in his apartment, as 
each holds a lease in perpetuity. 

To conform to the tradition of this old section of 
New York, and the style of architecture of the dignified 
residences that front the park, this new venture in co- 
operative building has been planned on Colonial lines. 
Each of the several owners will dominate the architec- 
tural treatment of his apartment, and as they are all 
men of known wealth and culture, the result will no 
doubt present many interesting features of the modern 
home.

BOOK NOTES 


Concrete: Its Uses IN BUILDING, FROM FOUNDATION 
To Finisu, by Thomas Potter. Third edition, revised 
and enlarged ; cloth, 330 pp, 5%2x8%; price, $3.00 net. 
New York, D. Van Nostrand Co.; London, B. T. 
Batsford. 

In looking through this extremely useful publication, 
we are reminded of a conversation held some twelve 
months or more ago, with a large property owner and 
builder in a suburban town. Replying to a question as 
to why, in view of the fact of the recognized merit of 
cement as a material in building small country houses, 
he had not availed of it, he replied that it was because 
his men did not know how to handle it. Since then we 
have a number of times had brought forcibly to our at- 
tention this same condition. 

A book like the one in hand, written tersely and free 
of technical terms, is a valuable aid in the understanding 
of the method of present day cement practice, and it 
would seem that it would prove profitable reading 
for all engaged in building.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT TO NAME FINE 
ARTS COUNCIL 

The American Institute of Architects has been re- 
quested by President Roosevelt to present the names 
of thirty men, representing all sections of the country, 
to compose a Council of Fine Arts. The object of 
this council, which is to consist of architects, painters, 
sculptors and laymen, and of which the Supervising 
Architect is to be the executive head, is to advise upon 
the character and design of all public works of archi- 
tecture, painting, sculpture, all monuments, parks, 
bridges and other works of art of which the art of 
design forms an integral part, and to make recommen- 
dations and suggestions for the conservation of all 
historical monuments. 

The President gives the assurance that as far as he 
has the power, he will issue executive orders that all 
departments of the Government shall refer to the pro- 
posed Council every matter upon which they should 
properly pass judgment. 

Further, the President in his communication to the 
Institute suggests in outline the action of the Institute 
looking towards securing from Congress necessary leg- 
islation with regard to the éstablishment of a permanent 
bureau. 

As soon as the Council has been organized, President 
Roosevelt will call upon it for a report as to the char- 
acter and location of the proposed Lincoln Memorial 
at Washington. This subject alone is sufficient war- 
rant for the creation of the Council of the Fine Arts, 
and will go far toward preventing the acceptance of-any 
plan not consistent with the best devised scheme for the 
artistic betterment of the Capital City. 

Since writing the foregoing, it is announced that 
President Roosevelt has appointed the following archi- 
tects, painters and sculptors as members of the Council :

As further evidence as to how thoroughly Mr. 
Roosevelt appreciates the necessity for placing all pub- 
lic buildings and monuments under the care of com- 
petent and appreciative custodianship, pending the crea- 
tion of the proposed Bureau of the Fine Arts, the 
following correspondence between Mr. Roosevelt and 
President Gilbert of the A. I. A., will be read with much 
interest : 

“The White House, 
“Washington, D. C., Dec. 19, 1908. 

“My Dear Mr. GiLsert:—Now that I am about to 

leave office there is something I should like to say 


through you to the American Institute of Architects. 
During my incumbency of the Presidency the White 
House, under Mr. McKim’s direction, was restored to 
the beauty, dignity, and simplicity of its original plan. 
It is now, without and within, literally the ideal house 
for the head of a great democratic republic. It should 
be a matter of pride and honorable obligation to the 
whole nation to prevent its being in any way marred. 
If I had it in my power, as I leave office, | should like 
to leave as a legacy to you, and to the American Insti- 
tute of Architects, the duty of preserving a perpetual 
‘eye of guardianship’ over the White House, to see that 
it is kept unchanged and unmarred from this time on.

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.

“Mr. PreEsmDENT :—I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of December 19, 1908, relative 
to the preservation of the White House in its present 
condition. The American Institute of Architects re- 
alizes that during your administration this beautiful 
structure has been wisely restored to its original plan 
with absolute fidelity to the architectural style, with 
great beauty, and with appropriate dignity and sim- 
plicity. 

“The Institute appreciates Mr. McKim’s masterly 
work in the restoration of this building, but recognizes 
that without your wise counsel and sympathetic under- 
standing even his great skill would not have made it 
possible to bring about such an entirely successful result. 

“I have no hesitation in assuring you, Mr. President, 
that the American Institute of Architects will accept all 
of the honorable obligations which your letter implies, 
and will lend its influence always to the preservation of 
the White House as it now stands, unchanged and un- 
marred for future generations of the American people. 

“Your letter will be a treasured document among the 
archives of the Institute, and will, as need arises, be 
looked upon as our charter and as our authority for 
such defense of this structure, growing stronger with 
the years until the tradition shall have been firmly es- 
tablished that the building must remain inviolate from 
this time on. I have the honor to remain, respectfully 
yours, Cass GILBERT.” 





RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE EXECU- 
TIVE COMMITTEE OF THE ARCHITEC- 
TURAL LEAGUE OF NEW YORK, 
JANUARY 14, 1909 

Wuereas, there is now before the Congress a Bill 
which proposes to place a monument to Lincoln on or 
adjoining the Union Station Plaza, in the city of Wash- 
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ington, and this Bill would authorize an ill-considered 
design, and 

WHEREAS, the question of a site for a Lincoln Memo- 
rial has been carefully considered by the most expert 
Commission to be found in this country, who in their 
plan for the development of the city of Washington 
have given it a site of the first importance, making it a 
harmonious part of the general plan for the city, upon 
land already belonging to the Government; now, there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That the setting and embellishment of the 
railway station, though necessary and desirable, should 
not be provided by the general public ; that no structure 
whatever should interrupt the vista from the railway 
station to the National Capital; and be it further 

Resolved, That the Lincoln Memorial, properly to 
commemorate this great hero of our Nation, should oc- 
cupy a position subordinate to no other structure; that 
the location in front of the railway station would be 
subordinate ; that a suitable dignified and important site 
is designated by the Park Commission's plan ; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That we recommend to Congress that the 
Lincoln Memorial should not be placed at or near the 
railway station, or on any other site than that recom- 
mended by the Park Commission ; and be it further 

Resolved, That the design of the Lincoln Memorial 
should be entrusted to the highest authority only, with 
the advice and co-operation of the American Institute 
of Architects.

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CURRENT NEWS 


Wuat It WovuLp Cost to REBUILD THE PyRAMID OF 
GIZEH 

In a paper read by Mr. E. S. Wheeler, at a recent 
meeting of the Society of Engineers, an interesting cal- 
culation was made as to what it would cost to-day to 
duplicate the Great Pyramid of Gizeh. 

This structure, one of the wonders of the world, is 
founded on solid rock at a depth of about 120 feet below 
surface level, and rises to a height of 454 feet. Its 
base covers an area of almost fifteen acres. 

Mr. Wheeler’s scheme for the reproduction of this 
pyramid contemplates, first, the setting of a base of 
concrete. This would represent about 2,600,000 cubic 
yards of material, and would cost at least $10,000,000. 
The estimate for the superstructure is about $38,000,000, 
and it would contain 3,313,000 cubic yards of backing 
stone and 142,000 cubic yards of facing stone. Mr. 
Wheeler's estimate of labor is 24,000,000 days. 

These figures are cited to show the great engineering 
skill of the Egyptians, and the fact that no task in con- 
struction appeared to be too large for a people whose 
extant monuments showed their patience and ability to 
overcome obstacles that would daunt even the modern 
engineer. 


VoLcANIC ASH AS A BUILDING MATERIAL. 

Consul Scidmore, of Nagasaki, furnishes a pam- 
phlet, which describes the use and importance of vol- 
canic ash in combination with Portland cement, espe- 
cially for construction work in salt water. The ad- 
vantages claimed for this volcanic ash are that in 
combination with Portland cement it gives a greater 
tensile strength than cement mortar alone. It is also 
claimed that the mortar is denser than cement mortar, 
and does not permit the percolation of water, thus 
obviating the injurious action of sea water salts. This 
density gives it a superior quality for construction of 
water reservoirs and reinforced concrete for the pro- 
tection of iron from oxidation. The Consul adds that 
should the correctness of the Japanese company’s claims 
be proved by trial, it is highly probable that the 
enormous volcanic resources of the Philippines will 
provide for a new and profitable industry.—Ew«change. 


Tue RESTORATION OF THE Otp Fort At TICONDEROGA 
ON LAKE CHAMPLAIN. 


It is a fact worthy of mention that it is owing to the 
interest and initiative of an English-born architect that 
the old fort which crowns the hill at Ticonderoga on 
Lake Champlain will be restored. 

This interesting landmark and important strategic 
point in the operations looking to the conquest of Can- 
ada, during the Revolutionary War, was, owing to neg- 
lect and also to the vandalism of a nearby railway com- 
pany, fast disappearing. The State authorities had taken 
no action to check the ruin of the old buildings, and 
the railway company had removed many tons of stone 
to use for ballast, until Colonel Robert W. Townsend, 


of New York, the father of Mrs. S. H. P. Pell, the 
owner of the property, decided to take the necessary 
steps to restore the old fort to as near as possible its 
original condition. 

Mr. Alfred C. Bossom, an architect, induced Colonel 
Thompson to take up the work of restoration. Mr. 
Bossom has for a number of years been engaged in 
spare moments on a tentative plan for the restora- 
tion of the fort. He is an Englishman by birth and a 
graduate of the Royal Academy, and a member of the 
Royal Institute of Architects. His attention was first 
directed to the fort while on a visit to a friend in the 
neighborhood, and from the British point of view he 
became much interested in the history and traditions of 
Fort Ticonderoga. 

A correspondent to the Burlington ( Vt.) Daily News, 
states: 

“Preservation as well as restoration is the aim of 
the rebuilding of Ticonderoga. All the old walls will 
be left intact and pointed up, while every patch of 
plaster which remains will be undisturbed. Most of the 
original stone is still on the place, although early in the 
last century it was the custom for citizens to organize 
sleighing parties and come down over the ice of Lake 
Champlain to gather material from the old walls for 
the building of their houses. Some of the blocks have 
been built into fences, from which they will find their 
way again to their pristine use. The entire front, 
including bastions and outer walls, was 520 feet across. 
The buildings on the inside of the fortifications were 
in the form of three sides of a square, while a bomb- 
proof completed the figure. 

“The restoration will be made in accordance with 
documents of which the British and French Govern- 
ments have given copies. It is likely that request will 
be made to France for some cannon of the period. The 
museum will be filled with Mr. Pell’s own collection of 
Ticonderoga relics and any other mementoes which may 
be donated for the purpose, and it will gn certain days 
be open to the public.

BOOK NOTES 

Scorrish GARDENS. Being a representative collection 
of different types, old and new. By the Right Honor- 
able Sir Herbert Maxwell; illustrated by Mary G. W. 
Wilson. Full cloth, 250 pages, 8x 10, with 32 full- 
page illustrations in color. Price, $6.00. New York: 
Longmans, Green & Co. London: Edward Arnold. 
It is always a gratifying result in a book of this char- 

acter when the author and the illustrator combine a 
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thorough knowledge of their subject with an appre- 
ciative sense of its picturesqueness. 

Much has been written of the gardens of England 
and France and Italy, but it has remained for Sir Her- 
bert Maxwell to take us on a most interesting and in- 
structive saunter through these Scottish gardens, which, 
in their beauty, lose nothing in comparison with the 
more widely described gardens directly in the beaten 
track of the tourist. 

This work is not alone an attractive one to the general 
reader, but the flower lover will find in its pages much 
of interest. While it describes the gardens, their his- 
tory and that of their owners, it goes further, in that it 
includes an account of the various plants to be found in 
each, and in some measure describes their culture and 
why by reason of environment and care they have at- 
tained to their present perfection. 

The well executed watercolor illustrations contribute 
in a large measure to the enjoyment of the work, and 
the volume is one that can be read with much satisfac- 
tion and profit.

From the stately Congressional Library at Washing- 
ton, and the monumental New York Public library, to 
the small library such as is to-day to be found in hun- 
dreds of American towns and villages, the Snead & Co.

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WHAT IS BEING DONE 

Five hundred manufacturers of explosives, pulp wood 
and similar products have been asked by the National 
Conservation Commission for information as to all pos- 
sible uses of sawdust. From this it will be seen the 
Commission is going into fine details in its inventory 
of the natural resources of the country. Seven thousand 
lumbermen have been asked for their opinion as to the 
waste of lumber in saw mills, and more than two 
thousand lumber dealers and cooperage, veneer, furni- 
ture, box, vehicle and implement manufacturers have 
been asked to point out striking features of waste in 
their respective lines. Yet all this is only one part of 
the general scheme of hunting down waste which the 
commission is following in making its inventory. It 
is going after the little wastes here and there, which, 
added together and put into dollars and cents, make 
an astonishing total. 

For instance, take the making of veneer. At first 
blush it may not seem worthy of consideration with 
the manufacture of other products mentioned. Yet the 
scarcity of the more attractive finishing woods in the 
last few years has led to the annual production of over 
1,100,000,000 square feet of veneer. This, of course, 
has been made possible only by the introduction of new 
veneer-making machinery. 

The use of veneer is generally regarded as exempli- 
fying the scarcity of the finer woods and typifying the 
complete utilization of various kinds of woods, yet 
from one of the schedules of the National Conservation 
Commission it is evident that the Commission expects 
to discover great waste even in veneer manufacture. 

Though the word veneer carries many meanings, from 
a glaze applied to pottery to the “polish” of a man of 
the world, it is most commonly employed as the name 
for the thin slices of wood now extensively used in 
the manufacture of all sorts of articles of use, such 
as wood plates, baskets and the exterior finish of furni- 
ture and woodwork. The manufacture of veneer in the 
last few years has advanced by leaps and bounds. 

The best veneer is sawed, but a great deal is sliced, 
and still more is “rotary cut.” By the last-named 
process logs of the desired wood are steamed until they 
are soft and then fixed in a lathe-like machine, in which 
they are turned against a wood knife. As the log ro- 
tates against the knife veneer of the desired thickness 
is peeled off in a continuous slice, as if you should pare 
an apple, going deeper and deeper at each complete 
turn, until nothing is left but the core. The center of 
the log left after the veneer is cut is also called a “core.” 

The woods principally used for making veneer are 
red gum, maple and yellow poplar, which together yield 
more than half of the total product. Red gum is 
largely used for baskets and maple for furniture. More 
valuable than these, however, are white oak and walnut 
veneer. Beech, which can be cut very thin, is used 
very largely for wooden plates. A number of other 
kinds of woods are used. 
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A good deal of waste occurs in the manufacture of 
veneer. It is always a problem, for instance, what use 
to make of the cores left by the rotary process. In 
many cases these are used for pulp wood, pillars or 
panel headings, and they are largely used also for fuel, 
excelsior, crates, boxes and baskets. 

In the schedule of inquiries which the National Con- 
servation Commission, through the Forest Service, is 
sending out, several questions are aimed to secure in- 
formation as to the amount of waste in veneer manu- 
facture and the possibilities of finding ways to utilize 
it—The National Builder.

A WorKING DEMONSTRATION OF THE RAYMOND COoN- 
CRETE PILE 


In order to afford engineers, architects and others 
interested in foundation construction an opportunity of 
familiarizing themselves at first hand with its methods, 
the Raymond Concrete Pile Company, of New York 
and Chicago, will give, at the coming Chicago cement 
show, working demonstrations of its system of making 
and placing concrete piles. The Raymond system con- 
sists of placing a sheet steel shell in the soil by means 
of a collapsible steel core, withdrawing the core and 
thereupon filling the shell, previously subjected to a 
searching examination, with concrete.

Some Licut EFFEcTs 


It is found that in an ordinary room from which 
sunlight is excluded, the brightness of the daylight com- 
monly runs as low as I-10 or even I-100 candle-power 
per square inch. The intrinsic brightness of nearly all 
artificial lights is much greater than this, which ac- 
counts for the injurious effects they produce on the 
eyes if situated within the range of vision. In a paper 
read before the Illuminating Engineering Society of 
Philadelphia, J. E. Woodwell discussed this subject, 
arriving at the conclusion that the best illumination is 
a diffused light of from 2-10 to I-10 candle-power per 
inch. Although ultra-violet light has heretofore been 
held accountable for strain and other injury of the eye, 
he points out that there is less ultra-violet light in the 
rays of various incandescent illuminants than in direct 
or even reflected sunlight —E-xch.

RussELL SturGis Deap 

Russell Sturgis, architect, and author of many well- 
known books on architectural subjects, died at his 
home in New York City, on February I1, at the age of 
seventy-two years. 

Mr. Sturgis, a native of Maryland, at an early age 
moved to New York, where in 1856 he was graduated 
from the College of the City of New York, after which 
he studied architecture at Munich. 

Mr. Sturgis’ best known works are the buildings 
erected by him at Yale University, together with many 
office buildings and residences in New York City and 
throughout the country. 

During the last years of his life Mr. Sturgis’ activities 
were confined to his literary work, and his books and 
monographs form important additions to the literature 
of architecture. 


IMPROVING THE ARC LAMPS 

A patent recently issued to Willis R. Whitney de- 
scribes a means for improving the operation and in- 
creasing the efficiency of arc lamps by improving the 
quality of the electrodes employed. The claims cover 
an arc light electrode formed out of a pure metal hav- 
ing a melting point materially higher than that of iron 
and yielding a luminous or flaming arc, the metal hav- 
ing a good electrical conductivity and melting at a tem- 


perature exceeding 2,000 deg. Cent. The metal may be 
either titanium, molybdenum, tungsten, chromium, 


thorium, or uranium. It is stated that electrodes formed 
from these materials are very slowly consumed in the 
normal operation of the lamp, and give a luminous or 
flaming arc, which furnishes a very intense light of an 
excellent color. Such electrodes may be employed as 
negative electrodes in connection with non-condensing 
positive electrodes.—E-rch. 


ENLARGING METROPOLITAN MUSEUM 

Sir Caspar Purdon Clarke, director of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, New York, speaking at the 
annual luncheon of the New York branch of the Vas- 
sar College Alumnz Association, at Delmonico’s, told 
of plans that are being slowly worked out to enlarge 
the museum to six times its present size. The institu- 
tion, when these plans are fulfilled, will occupy twenty- 
six acres of ground in Central Park.

CURRENT NEWS 


XTRACT FROM MINUTES, PHILADELPHIA 
CHAPTER, A. I. A. 

The regular meeting of the Chapter was held Tues- 
ay evening, January 12, 1909, in the rooms of the T 
Square Club. 

The President, Mr. D. Knickerbacker Boyd, in the 
chair. 

There were twenty-three members present. 

Motion was adopted that the action of our delegates 
io Washington in organizing, with the other delegates 
from Pennsylvania a State Association of Architects, 
be approved and that the Executive Committee be au- 
thorized to continue a membership and representation 
of the Chapter in such a State Association of Archi- 
tects, the same to be composed of representatives from 
the Chapters in Pennsylvania, now, and to be formed. 

A special discussion of the aims of the Institute and 
the results achieved at the recent convention in Wash- 
ington was had. 

At the request of the Chair, Mr. Borie opened this 
part of the proceedings by speaking in regard to the 
following subjects, among others: A Code of Ethics, 
The Institute Finances, Contractors and Specifications, 
Competitions, Mr. Totten’s Report on the International 
Congress at Vienna, the Report on Affiliated Societies, 
the advocacy of a Student Membership, a National Bu- 
reau of the Fine Arts, Schedule of Charges and En- 
dowment Fund. 

The question was brought up of changing the name 
of the Philadelphia Chapter to the Philadelphia Archi- 
tectural Society. The discussion was participated in 
by many present, as to the position of those who were 
not members of the Institute but were members of the 
Chapter ; and the anomaly of the present situation was 
forcibly presented but nothing definite resulted. 

On motion a resolution was adopted that it is the 
sense of the Chapter that the Committee on Practice 
prepare a Code of Ethics to be submitted to the Chapter. 

A motion was then adopted that a Special Committee 
cf the Chapter be appointed to consider all phases of 
the Institute's work as brought « ‘t at the Convention 
and by the discussion of this evs ig. This committee 
to draw up resolutions looking to tne memorializing of 
the Board of Directors of the Institute on all these 
matters, including the provision for one or more Com- 
mittees of Publicity and Publication in connection with 
the annual conventions. This Special Committee to 
first present such resolutions to the Chapter, at the next 
meeting if possible, with the end in view that all the 
Chapters of the Institute shall be brought into closer 
touch one with the other by being asked to consider and 
act upon similar recommendations. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY, WASHINGTON, D. C. 

The more progressive city libraries of the country 
are paying increased attention to engineering and tech- 
nical subjects in their work with the public. Among 
those which are especially active in this field is the 
Public Library of Washington, D. C., as shown by 


the Annual Report for 1907-08 just issued. This in- 
stitution has organized a special department, the Useful 
Arts Department, to meet the demands of its readers 
for books on the engineering branches, trades and handi- 
crafts, business and industries in general. Here on open 
shelves are placed about 6,000 well-selected volumes, 
purchased very largely within the last three years and 
many of them expensive. Over 160 periodicals are 
received, which include nearly all the important Amer- 
ican publications and some foreign, such as The Trans- 
actions of the American Societies of Civil and of Me- 
chanical Engineers, the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers and the Illuminating Engineering Society, 
Engineer, Engineering, Engineering Index, Chemical 
Abstracts, Journal of Industrial and Engineering Chem- 
istry and Journal of the American Chemical Society, 
and Kunst und Dekoration. Business, general science, 
decoration and ornament, marine and municipal engi- 
neering, construction, printing, agriculture, are all well 
represented. On the subject of electricity alone, for ex 
ample, twelve periodicals are received. 

All these periodicals, both current and back numbers, 


are freely accessible. All but current numbers are 
issued for home use. Various engineering indexes 


make their contents accessible. 

An important feature of the room is the collection 
of trade catalogs issued by manufacturers. These 
catalogs are classified and arranged by subjects on open 
shelves and are indexed by firms. This feature, ac- 
cording to the report, is much appreciated by patrons of 
the room. Manufacturers and others in distributing 
advertising literature would do well to keep this library 
in mind. 


BOOK NOTES 


PICTORIAL COMPOSITION AND THE CRITICAL ]UDGMEN' 
oF Picrures. By Henry R. Poore, A.N.A.  4to; 
fine cloth; eighty illustrations. Net, $1.50 (postage 
14 cents). New York: Baker & Taylor Co. 

Here we have a book written by a man who knows 
his subject. Mr. Poore’s position as an artist, com- 
bined with a scholarly and thoughtful temperament, 
enables him to write with authority on the subject. 

The book is valuable not only to the student but to the 
professional artist as well. 

A careful study of the theory and practice of com- 
position is of great benefit to every one engaged in the 
fine arts, and we believe the architect will find much 
between the covers of this book to repay him for its 
perusal. 

There are three principal divisions to the work. The 
initial chapters deal with pictorial composition, fol 
lowed by others on the esthetics of composition, and 
the remainder of the book treats on the critical judg- 
ment of pictures. 

These last few chapters offer up a wide vista of much 
interest and naturally assist the reader to appreciate 
what was perhaps but poorly understood before reading 
this book.

From an artistic and sanitary standpoint the intro- 
duction of tile into interior construction is a much to 
be desired thing. The harmonies of color, unfading and 
imperishable, when judiciously selected, add a charm 
to the domestic interior not to be attained by paint or 
flat washes of less durable color. The growing use of 
tile for decorative purposes has caused manufacturers 
to exert every facility at their command to produce a 
product that would satisfactorily meet this demand, and 
its accomplishment is interestingly shown in a pamphlet, 
illustrated in color, issued by the Trent Tile Company, 
of Trenton, N. J.

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SOCIETIES 


PENNSYLVANIA STATE ASSOCIATION OF 
ORGANIZED 

Delegates from the Pennsylvania State Chapters of 
the American Institute of Architects and other mem- 
bers from Pennsylvania formally organized at Harris- 
burg the New Pennsylvania State Association of Archi- 
tects, which promises to be a powerful factor in ad- 
vancing the interests of the Institute and the profession 
and many matters concerning the welfare of the State. 
This is the only State organization of the American 
Institute of Architects in existence to-day. 

The following officers were elected: President, D. 
Knickerbacker Boyd, of Philadelphia; Vice-President, 
Edward Stotz of Pittsburg; Secretary and Treasurer, 
William L. Baily, of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Boyd is now the President of the Philadelphia 
Chapter of the Institute. 

Mr. Stotz is the President of the Pittsburg Chapter 
of the Institute. 

Mr. Baily is well-known in Philadelphia as an archi- 
tect and as an ornithologist, being a member of the 
Academy of Natural Sciences and other kindred soci- 
eties. 

After discussion of several matters relating to bills 
now before the State Legislature and of other matters 
of general welfare, the following resolutions was passed: 

Resolved: That the Pennsylvania State Association 
of Architects strongly approve the report of the Fine 
Arts Council recommending that the proposed Lincoln 
Memorial to be erected in the national capital shall be 
upon the site at the end of the Mall as originally pro- 
vided for; and, 

That, the Pennsylvania State Association of Archi- 
tects is heartily in favor of Senator Newland’s bill now 
before Congress to create a Bureau of the Fine Arts. 

A general discussion took place on the advisability of 
studying and revising the Building Laws of the entire 
State of Pennsylvania to conform to all modern condi- 
tions of construction and materials used. It was pointed 
out that in many of the cities of the State, particularly 
those of the second and third class, the laws under which 
buildings are erected are not only very inadequate, but 
antiquated. 

The creation of a committee to go over the matter 
and bring it before the attention of the next session of 
the Legislature with a view to having a Commission 
appointed to revise and codify the Building Laws of the 
State, was authorized. 

Among other matters discussed, but upon which no 
definite action was taken, was the Registration and 
Licensing of Architects. 

The matter of the appointment of an Art Jury for the 
City of Philadelphia as authorized by Act of Legisla- 
ture was also taken up and referred to a committee. 

The meeting adjourned to meet again at the call of 
the president.

There are reasons which we can sufficiently establish at 
the proper time before the legislative committee, and 
we request that a hearing be given us on this bill, pro- 
vided you do not see your way clear to withdraw it at 
once.

Tue DANGER oF Fire iN EARTHQUAKE ZONES 

It now seems certain that the dirge of the newspaper 
correspondents—‘Messina is no more; Messina is 
blotted out and will never rise again”—was a little 
premature; for the inhabitants and the Italian Gov- 
ernment have other ideas, and despite the treacherous 
nature of the soil on which they live, are determined 
that Messina shall rise again. Already the task of ex- 
cavating the ruins is begun; this work and the removal 
of the many bodies which, alas! are still lying under 
the débris, must occupy a considerable amount of time. 
Plans for the rebuilding of the city are being dis- 
cussed; commissions are being appointed to consider 
the most suitable form of structure for the troubled 
area, and the experience of other countries subject to 
earthquake shocks will doubtless be considered in for- 
mulating a decision. But in most of the discussions 
that have ensued, as a consequence of the recent ter- 
rible disaster in Calabria and Sicily, small attention 
appears to us to have been bestowed upon the impor- 
tant question of fire, which invariably follows in the 
track of severe and destructive earthquakes, and which, 
in the case of San Francisco, created greater havoc than 
the seismological disturbance.—The Builder (London).

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THE CEMENT SHOW at MINNEAPOLIS 

One hundred and thirty-five separate exhibits were 
to be seen at the recent Cement Show given by the 
Northwestern Cement Products Association in the ar- 
mory at Minneapolis.

DESCRIPTION OF THE WHITE PLAINS ARMORY 


The new White Plains Armory will be what is known 
as a one-company armory, providing accommodations 
for a company of one hundred enlisted men and com- 
missioned officers. The exterior of the building is 
designed in the architecture of the Tudor period. 
Large wall surfaces pierced by windows and surmount- 
ed by battlemented parapets are shown with turrets 
at the corners and over the entrance. In the centei 
of the building, set back from the front, is the tower, 
rising to a height of 110 feet, and surmounted by a 
dignified battlement. 

The first floor of the building will be located with 
reference to the higher level of the site and the ground 
in front of the armory will be terraced. A wide stone 
stairway forms the approach and the main entrance 
will be through a series of brick arches sprung from 
the flanking bays. 

A wide central hallway leads from the entrance direct 
to the drill shed. On the right of this hallway, on the 
first floor, are located the armorer’s room and company 
reading-room, and on the left the non-commissioned 
officers’ room, quartermaster’s room and clerks’ office. 
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On either side of the main entrance hall are the side 
corridors containing the stairs to the basement, and to 
the second story and gallery entrance. In the main 
entrance hali a monumental staircase will be carried 
to the second floor and from it the officers’ gallery in 
the drill shed is reached. 

The drill shed is 100 feet wide and 130 feet long, 
with galleries on both sides, one for spectators and one 
for the company’s locker room. 

On the second floor are the captain’s room, officers’ 
parlor and company parlor. 

The band room will be located in the first floor of 
the tower. : 

In the basement, under the drill shed, are located 
the boiler room, a fully equipped rifle range, and mess 
hall, with space to spare for installing bowling alleys 
in the future. 

The kitchen, pantries, shower baths apparatus, etc., 
are located in the basement under the administration 
building. 

The building will be built of light, buff-colored brick 
with red sandstone trimmings, and will cost, when 
completed, about $85,000. 

The building was designed by Franklin B. Ware, 
State Architect.

This book presents in a practical way the forma- 
tion of various letters and numerals. It shows their 
construction, spacing and the method followed by best 
practice in brushwork. Careful study of its pages 
should enable the draughtsman to construct the best 
forms of lettering, and it will stimulate a creation of 
character and form. 

The work, while called the “Grammar of Lettering,” 
might with equal truthfulness be styled the anatomy of 
letters, as it clearly demonstrates the fixed relative pro- 
portions, thus making it possible for the student to 
embellish and improve his style of lettering.

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city ‘buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage. We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

Fire-Resisting Residences. 





At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city ‘buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,000 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage._,We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,000 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage. We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses

At the present time the problem of building is 
a very grave one after one gets outside the suit- 
able range of ordinary steel construction such as 
is employed in large city buildings. For all small 
structures there has been until recently the same 
old choice that has been available for 5,090 years: 
wood, brick and stone, alone or in suitable com- 
bination. The more slightly civilized people have 
generally used wood as nearest to the hand and 
easiest to work, and those of larger experience 
and powers have gone on to brick and stone. Here 
in America our civilization is still too crude and 
the country is too new to have gotten fairly be- 
yond the timber stage..-We are not so many gen- 
erations yet past the log cabin, in spite of the fact 
that our material progress has taken on the out- 
ward form of orderliness and even complexity. 
This, however, seems really to be only skin deep 
when one judges it not as a Chauvinist, but as a 
man of affairs. It is not a civilization of great 
stability and depth that looks coolly at the cas- 
ualty list of nearly a hundred thousand killed and 
wounded annually on the railroads and contempt- 
uously figures the probable cost of safety appli- 
ances per victim. The same superficial quality 
still appears in our building. It would be hard 
to imagine a country better capable in skill and 
resources of fine permanent architecture, and it 
would be quite impossible to find one in which 
fine permanent architecture has been until quite 
recently a smaller proportion of the whole. 

As a nation we build for to-morrow or next 
week and lay bets at rather small odds with the 
insurance companies that our structures will burn 
before they rot or tumble down. A large pro- 
portion of the buildings erected in some parts of 
this country are apparently of the flimsiest timber 
construction compatible with their holding to- 
gether until they are sold, and in consequence the 
losses annually by fire rise to an amount that is 
simply appalling. Insurance with all its benefit 
to the individual in case of disaster cannot make 
up to the community as a whole the losses thus 
incurred. Somehow, in the long run, the losses
